Striking in the western Pacific, 
U. S. submarines were reported 
by the Navy to have sunk two 
Japanese ships, probably sunk a 
third and damaged a fourth—the 
last a heavy cruiser. 

The Brazilian air ministry an- 
nounced Brazil’s warplanes had 
attacked three Axis submarines 
and sunk one and at the same 


time disclosed it had entered an! 


active war on enemy undersea 
craft in the Atlantic “to safe- 
guard our sovereignty, the liberty 
of our navigation and the lives of 
eur undefended sailors.” 

Earlier in the day, Brazil dis- 
closed that its pilots already had 
bombed and probably sunk at 
least one Axis submarine off the 
northeast coast. 

War Declaration Seen. 

The air ministry announcement, 
withheld for several days, was re- 
leased to the public shartly after 
it was officially known that Mex- 
ico was declaring war on.the Axis. 
There was no indication that Bra- 
sil would follow suit, but high of- 
ficial sources considered it was 
“not improbable” that there would

The tin ear is a total loss, merely 
an ornament, or a place to grab 
hold of if you have occasion to 
haul me about. But the good ear is 
very good indeed—in a quiet 


place. Confusion, the bum of con- 
versation in a crowded room, and 
all sorts of discordant or discon- 
nected sounds or noises quickly 
get my patience down and fry 
dander up. 


When any one insists 0n mum- 
bling his stuff into my tin ear I 
react according to my estimate of 
his intelligence or importance. If I 
think what he may have to say is of 
no consequence anyway I let him 
go on and probably I do not hear 
a word he says—it depends on the 
amounts of disconnected noise 
round about. If I think what he 
has to say may be worth while, I 
ask him to wait until I get around 
the other side and then ask him to 
begin over again. 

Some people who are partially 
deaf in both ears are unduly sen- 
sitive about explaining their dif- 
fieulty of hearing in any cireum- 
stance, they tell me. That is/a mis-

take. One good way for deaf peo- 
ple to protect themselves against 
being misunderstood is by wear- 
ing one of the modern hearing 
aids, 

That reminds Ret had known 
and had many pleasant conversa- 
tions with the wife of a retired 
professional man long before I no- 
ticed that she wore such a hear- 
ing aid. Perhaps change in her 
style of hair dressing uncovered 
the little gadget to my eyes. Any- 
way, I never suspected she was at 
all deaf. 


Total deafness in one ear (from 
injury or destruction of the audi- 
tory nerve or internal ear mechan- 
ism on that side) makes it espe- 
cially difficult to tell from what 
direction sound comes. People 
with even partial binaural (both 
ears) deafness can still have in- 
tact their sense of direction of 
sound. This handicaps one to a 
certain extent, for one can not tell 
who is speaking in a crowd un- 
less one happens to be familiar 
with the voice. By the time one 
finds the person speaking it is too 
late to have the help of his facial 
expression or lip reading.

R. ARCTIC NAVAL BASE, May 28.—(By 
Wireless.)—Your correspondent has just had the pleasure of 
conversing with one of Russia’s top naval men, Vice Admiral 


Arseny Golovko, commander of the northern fleet. | 


We proceeded by motor launch 
from Murmansk through the long, 
narrow gulf and took about 
two hours to reach the northern 
fieet base. On either side snow- 
- covered mountains descended to 
the shores of the gulf. The May 
blizzards were at last over. The 


sun was shining and the waters) 


of the gulf had turned a deep blue, 
amidst which is was strange to 
see small ice floes sailing slowly 
past us. On each floe wes perch- 
ed a sea gull, one gull to each 
floe. The gulls were almost the 
exact color of the ice on which 
they rode and they stood absolute- 
ly motionless as if made of mar- 
ble. 

Not far from where the gulf 
empties into the Barents sea we 
swerved to port and entered the 
haven of naval docks. I was told 
that the admiral was awaiting me 
at his command post. But just 
as I was about to set out for it 
from the jetty the sirens sounded 
an air alarm. 

Bombers Appear. 

At an elevation of approximate- 
ly 10,000 feet, seven Junkers 88's 
appeared. They were about seven 
miles away and making straight 
for us. They were escorted by 
fighters, but I couldn’t distinguish 
them. The ack-ack batteries of 
the Naval Base opened fire im- 
mediately and the sky was tippled 
with shell bursts. The German 
bombers would reach the Air Base 
and start dropping their bombs !n 
about a minute. But the anti- 
nircraft fire was very accurate 
and the Junkers scattered. Then 
they banked and turned back. I 
walked briskly along the jetty, 


deafened by the roar of guns on. 


harbor. 

The admiral was among a group 
of officers at the entrance to the 
command post watching the Nazi 
planes through binoculars. Sud- 
denly they all lowered their 
glasses as though by signal. They 
smiled and their 
pleased look. One Junker had 
been brought down by antiaircraft 
fire, it was sinking rapidly at a 
steep angle and was followed by 
a narrow trail of smoke. 

Fighters Take Off. 

Meanwhile, Russian Navy fight- 
ers had taken off to engage the 
Messerschmitt 109’s, which were 
covering the bombers’ retreat. The 
battle receded into the distance 
and was now about 12 miles away. 
There were about 40 fighters in 
the air. They could be discerned 
only by staring fixedly into the 
sky. They whirled and darted 
like moths around a flame.

The success of Admiral Golovko 
certainly is outstanding. Since the 
war began, the fleet under his 
command has sunk 120 German 
ships aggregating 500,000 _ tons, 
while his ships have suffered prac- 
tically no losses. Due to heavy 
losses, German Admiral Boem, 
who operated against Golovko, 
was dismissed last January. 

Admiral Golovko picked up a 
German illustrated magazine lying 
on his desk. | 

“Do you want to see Admiral | 
Boem's picture?” he asked, | 

I looked at it. It was the pic- | 
ture of a lanky, elderly man with | 
crosses in several rows on his | 
breast.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—(4")— 
The War Production Board today 
| ordered a major portion of the-na- 
tion’s fine cotton yarn production 
| set aside for the Army and Navy, 


'manufacture of more 
men’s shirts and underwear and 
women’s dresses. 

Under terms of the order, comb- 
ed yarn mills must earmark at 
least 40 per cent of their output 
of medium combed yarn and not 
less than 65 per cent of their 
coarse combed yarn for the armed 
services, and operate at ‘“‘maxi- 
mum practicable capacity.” 

Officials predicted the action 
would make from 200,000,000 to 
250,000,000 yards of cloth avail- 
able for current military require- 
ments within 60 days and mean 
an annual supply for the military 


700,000,000 yards. 
Modifies Ban. 

The War Production Board, 
meanwhile, modified its ban on 
use of slide fasteners to permit 
manufacturers to unload _ stocks 
made before April 1, and empha- 
sized that it had no objection to 
fasteners made of sterling silver 
or plastics. 

Under the ciiitien? order, use of 
metal slide fasteners was prohibit- 
ed after June 1. Use of metal in 
their manufacture already has 
been halted. 

The amendment will allow 
many companies to consume 
stocks of fasteners in production 
of a wide variety of “nonessen- 
tial” articles, such as _ billfolds, 
bathrobes, bathing suits, cosmetic 
sets, purses, sport jackets, luggage, 
shoes, shirts and lingerie. 

Savings in materials will result, 
officials explained, since many 
garments and articles were cut out 
for such closures and would be 
useless without them. The amend- 
ment also permits the  recondi- 
tioning and sale of used slide 
fasteners which may be salvaged 
from wornout or discarded cloth- 
ing.

In home baking, delightful cakes, 
eookies and other good things can be 
made by using sweeteners other than 
sugar. Molasses, sorghum, honey, light 
and dark corn sirup, and maple sirup are 
available and are excellent substitutes. 


_ J-—Never substitute other sweeteners for all 
sugar in baking recipes. Equal parts of 
sugar and other sweetener give excellent 
results. One-fourth sugar and three-fourths 
other sweetener gives good results. 

@—When using molasses or sorghum, reduce 
liquid one-fourth cup for each cup of 
molasses or sorghum used. Allow % tea- 
spoon of baking soda for each cup of 
Molagses or sorghum. 


All of these sweeteners contain some 
water since they are in liquid or “sirupy” 
form. Therefore a few changes in recipes 
must be made when these are used. Cut 
out these rules and past them in youg 
recipe book: 
$—When using honey, reduce Nquid \% cup 

for each cup of honey used. Use slightly 

lower oven temperatures to prevent over 
browning. 

q—When using corn sirup, reduce liquid % 
cup for each cup of corn sirup used. Light 
corn sirup is better for light cakes, breads 
and cookies. Dark corn sirup is good in 


spice and other dark cakes, cookies ang 
breads.

William B. Hartsfield has been chosen by 
the voters as mayor of Atlanta for the coming 
two years. That choice was emphatic, Harts- 
field polling more votes than all the other 
eight candidates combined. He is, therefore, 
beyond question the choice of the people for 
the post. . 

Congratulations are in order to Mayor Harts- 
field and, we believe, to the city also. During 
his previous incumbency he made a good mayor 
and there is every reason to believe he will 
again serve the city acceptably. 

In any event, the election is over and the 
people have given their verdict as between the 
candidates. Now all past rivalries should be 
forgotten. Mayor Hartsfield will be the mayor

A Myth Dies 

One of the significant aspects of the present 
world picture is that the myth of Britain’s 
“betrayal” of Australia is gradually, but surely, 
dying. Men who are competent and efficient 
observers have come from the continent “down 
under” recently with this change in attitude 
and perspective clearly defined. It is a hopeful 
sign for the rest of the United Nations. 

Going into the background of the myth, it 
had its beginning when Singapore fell. It was 
on that dark day shock overwhelmed the island 
continent to such a degree that panic followed, 
making it easy for Axis agents to make propa- 
ganda capital. It was then the myth of “be- 
trayal” gained headway. The people of Australia 
were ripe for the kind of thinking bound up in 
such nonsense as “England has let us down” 
or “England has betrayed us.” Thus ran the 
thoughts, save for a few exceptional souls who 
knew the truth. 

Happily, today, that attitude has changed. 
It is a change for which all members of the 
United Nations can be thankful. Today, Aus- 
tralia is losing its belief in such a lie. It knows, 
today, through the presence of MacArthur and 
American troops, that the mother country never 
intended to let it down, to “betray” it. Today, 
the people of Australia know that, in spite of 
the loss of Singapore, the United Nations mean 
to fight on and on to victory, that the Japs and 
Nazis will be utterly destroyed, and that all 
efforts are being made toward this goal. 

Now, Australia and the rest of the world can 
see the grand strategy of war and know there 
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are many facets, It ls a hopeful thing, and 
significant, that Australia knows today England 
will stand firm for Australia and all else,

For Draft Uniformity 
Proposals now before congress to clarify and 
regulate the status of married men under the 
Selective Service Act will go far in removing the 
uncertainties and inequities now resulting 

from lack of a definite national policy. 


It is inevitable that married men will be 
called to the Army. But at the same time it 
has become increasingly evident that the 
present system compounds confusion by its lack 
of any standard by which married men can 
measure their liability for early call. The vary- 
ing policy of individual draft boards has been 
unfair, with some boards taking married men 
under certain circumstances while others con- 
tinue their deferment. The only way this can 
be leveled out is by the establishment of a 
national policy that gives the draft boards a 
rule of reason under which to operate. 


It should be possible for families to plan 
ahead for reasonable periods, a condition im- 
possible today. It should also. be possible for 
prospective employers of married men _ to 
determine the draft factor, for this would 
enable the employment of many who cannot 
obtain work today because of the uncertainties 
of the system. 


Suggestions that 18 and 19-year-old youths 
be drafted will be studied seriously. The policy 
of the administration thus far has been to 
avoid their call to duty, yet at the same time 
the national need must be weighed against that 
policy. An Army of 7,000,000 men will constitute 
a serious drain on the manpower potential, and 
it should be remembered that the draft laws 
were promulgated at a time when the overall 
needs and commitments of the war were not 
fully known. Many of the youths in that age 
category now are volunteering for service, and 
experience has taught that they constitute the 
best group from which to draw airmen, tank 
crews and combat troops. In the War Between 
the States it was necessary to draft even 
younger troops, while in World War I draft 
of these ages was necessary ‘to fill an army of 
approximately 4,000,000 men. 

War conditions, have changed the picture of 
the selective system considerably and these 
revisions must be studied in the light of these 
changes.

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WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 


DOOLITTLE EXPLAINS WASHINGTON, May 28.—~In_ re- 

lating to Washington officials his 
experiences during the air raid on Tokyo Brigadier General Jimmie 
Doolittle told how it was easily within his power to have destroyed 
the Japanese Imperial palace had he been of a mind to do so. 


Sweeping in from the sea at tree-top level to avoid antiaircraft 
fire, the American squadron of B-25 bombers pulled up to 1,500 
feet over Tokyo to let go their bombs. Imme- 
diately below them sprawled the huge Imperial 
palace. There was nothing to prevent them 
from utterly destroying it—perhaps every living 

creature in it, 

As General Doolittle himself put it in pri- 
vate conversations with officials here: “I could 
have blown the chrysanthemum-painted furni- 
ture right out of the throne room.” 

But before taking off on the dramatic flight 
the American squadron leader had issued orders 
to those under his command that the Imperial 
palace was not to be attacked. Only military 
objectives were to be bombed. The residence 
of the Japanese Emperor was thus spared—per- 
haps the life of the Emperor himself. 

There is a widespread feeling in Washing- 
ton now that General Doolittle erred in making 
this little chivalric gesture. He did so, as he 
explained, out of deference to the position held 

by the Emperor in the eyes of the Japanese people. The Nipponese 

ruler is regarded as no less than a deity. People are forbidden 

to look at his person when he makes a public appearance. Even 

during coronation ceremonies the public in attendance is sup- 

— to lower its eyes and not witness what is going on before 
em. 


Such are the silly idiosyncrasies of the pagan Japs. 


WOULD AID JAPANESE UNITY It is undoubtedly true that 

blasting of the Imperial 
palace would have solidified the Japanese people to a greater de- 
termination for carrying the war to the end. The bombing of 
Buckingham palace and other historical landmarks in London re- 
acted similarly on the British people. 


But all of that would seem to count little against the greater 
results to be accomplished. By the very same token, because the 
Japanese people give the status of a deity to their ruler, his de- 
struction and that of the palace would have brought the war closer 
home to them. Nothing would have been more destructive of 
national morale. It would have planted the disastrous consequences 
of war more deeply in the minds of the Japanese than any other 
event it is possible to concoct. 


Most of all, it would have destroyed some of their pet illusions 
about the infallibility of those who plunge a nation into a war of 
aggrandizement. If American bombers could do that to the Im- 
perial palace what humble home in Japan could be safe from our 
future air attacks. 


REASON FOR REGRET That is why some of our officials 

are expressing private regret over 
General Doolittle’s failure to do a job on the palace. It would 
have made the Japs a lot madder, but it also would have proved 
a shattering blow to their morale. 


There is another side of it all that gives no reason for sparing 
the Emperor. Immediately before Pearl Harbor, President Roose- 
velt, foreseeing the breakup in Japanese-American peace negotia- 
tions, dispatched a personal message to Emperor Hirohito asking 
him to intervene with the warlords in control of the Tokyo govern- 
ment, 


That message brought an evasive, lying response from the Em- 
peror. Not only did he associate himself with the war aims of 
the swoerd-rattling Premier Tojo, but he purposely delayed the 
delivery of his response until the Japs had struck their treacherous 
blow at Pearl Harbor. 


It would have been within the power of the Emperor to fore- 
stal war in the Pacific if he had a will to. The*exalted position 
he occupies in the eyes of the people gave him complete mastery 
over the situation, It was within his power to veto any war plans 
of the warlords. 


Under those circumstances Hirohito is as guilty of what has 
transpired in the Pacific as the lowhest member of the Japanese 
Diet. There is no more reason to spare him and his Imperial palace 
than there would be not to shower Hitler with bombs if we had 
the opportunity. A growing number of Washington officials now 
realize as much. We may be less respectful of his imperial per- 
son on the next visit to Tokyo.

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ONE WORD MORE

THE PROBLEM OF COLLEGES HARVARD UNIVERSITY 

(By Mail.)—I never 
doubted that colleges and universities must be free, but I never 
had it more emphasized than here at Harvard and the Institute of 
War Problems. 

In addition to those war experts, writers and economists from 

outside the university. including one from Yale, the great per- 
sonalities of Harvard's faculty have been on the 
program. They think with freedom and they 
speak with freedom 

I think Harvard's president, 
Conant, is one of this country’s really great 
men. As far as he is able, with so vast an 
organization as is the university, he has fitted 
it into the life of the nation and the service 
of the nation. He and its faculty members have 
given, or are giving, unstinted service in many 
fields. The university's facilities for research 
and experimentation in all the fields of physi- 
cal and social science are at work for the war 
effort. Many of the things learned and de- 
veloped at Harvard already are in use Dy our 
armed forces. 

President Conant spoke to the men attend- 
ing the War Problems Institute. He discussed 
the inevitable fact that these are as difficult 
days for. the student as for any man in any 

job or profession. Much of this has been clarified by the various 
programs for colleges as the armed forces almost frantically seek 
officer material for the huge army that must be built to win the war. 

“I shall assume that when the President of the United States 
told us that we must prepare for a war of two or three years he 
meant what he said, and in spite of some of the over-optimistie 
statements in the press of the last few weeks, we will be well- 
advised to lay our plans for 1943 and 1944 and 1945. It seems ta 
me a matter of desperate urgency for this country to concentrate 
its thought, attention and its action on the preparation for a 
struggle for this length of time. We all know the price that other 
countries have paid for not doing everything in their power to 
prepare for the eventual war. We know how bitterly we are pay- 
ing now for our failure to act decisively and effectively, even as 
late as the summer of 1940, and I would assume, therefore, that 
the country should be in no mood to spare any effort to see to 
it that our effort will indeed be decisive from the military point 
of view.” 

He said that as a sort of introduction to the problem of the 
colleges and as an introduction to a plan so democratic and se 
sensible one may hope that it will have a chance if and when pre- 
sented to congress. 


USING THE BEST MEN The colleges now are using the vari- 
ous plans of the various arms of the 
service—V-1, V-7, Aviation Cadets, and so on. 

These men will, after at least two years of training, be given 
examinations to determine their fitness for an active commission, 

The plans are good as far as they go. 

But James B. Conant does not think they go far enough. 

He does not believe the plan utilizes most effectively the young 
men between 16 and 21. 

He thinks that many potential leaders do not get to college. He 
would have the government take 50,000 high school graduates, care- » 
fully selected from their various schools, and provide them with 
military scholarships. He said: 

“We all, I should think, admit that in spite of the magnificent 
state-supported universities, municipal colleges, large scholarship 
policies in our privately endowed institutions, in spite of all that, 
educational opportunity, equality of educational opportunity, is far 
from an accomplished fact in this country. We all know that acrci- 
dental factors of geography, and parental fortune, largely deter- 
mine who goes to college and who does not. 

“Of course the situation in this country is infinitely better than 
any other ... but, nevertheless, we are far from being in a situa- 
tion where you can be sure that the people in college represent the 
cream of the crop from the point of view of their intellectual ca- 
pacity or their ability for leadership.” 

(They talk like that and they think like that at Harvard.) 

The government’s plan aims at 160,000 students in their various 
plans. President Conant thinks the field should be enlarged. 


THE FIGURES He has excellent supporting arguments. Of the 

1,200,000 boys who enter high school each year, 
about 600,000 graduate. The other 600,000 get lost somewhere on 
the way. 

Of ‘the 600,000 graduates, only about 200,000 go on to college. 
Many can’t go for financial circumstances or matters of geography. 

“I have no doubt,” says Harvard’s president, “that of the 400,000 
who do not go to college, theré are at least another 100,000 or 
150,000 potential officers who are just as good as the 160,000 picked 
from the collegiate group.” 

President Conant would decentralize the plan by setting up re- 
gional boards of responsible private and school citizens who would 
administer the selection cost free. This decentralization would 
take it out of federal control. 

It is a plan which ought to be adopted for wartime. When war 
is done, some modification of it ought to be adopted for peacetime. 

In Georgia we know that less than 20 per cent of our high 
school graduates go on to college. 

In the lot which graduate from the high schools, private schools 
and parochial schools of Georgia, there are, every year, many fine 
leaders who cannot go on to college. There issno reason why al! 
should go. Many have no business going to college. We need not 
deceive ourselves as to that. But those who wanted to go and 
whose high school scholastic record and personality record merit 
it, ought to have the chance. The nation can use more educated 
men with a capacity for leadership. 

It would be a great thing for the nation if someone were to take 
this plan of President Conant’s and push it through congress. 


The Spirit That Makes One 
Hero Will Glorify and. 


Transfigure a Nation

“Crowd psychology” remains a mystery. We know only that we 
are herd animals, and our emotions are contagious. The passion or 
panic of one is mysteriously absorbed by others, and a multitude 
ceases to be a greater number of individuals and becomes a unit— 
a monster hypnotized by mass emotion, functioning without cone 
scious thought. 

Whatever the mystery may be, it has great power for good or 
evil. Great orators deliberately develop it to sway their audiences. 
Primitive religionists use it to hypnotize themselves and develop an 
emotional jag. It causes disastrous panics in crowded theaters, but 
it also inspires armies and whole communities to accomplish things 
that calm deliberation would consider impossible. 

Do you remember Cincinnati’s state of mind while her inspired 
ball club was clinching the pennant? The town was “baseball 
crazy.” People who couldn’t go to the park quit work to get the 
game by radio. 

Many towns have seen the same phenomenon. It indicates a 
winning club; for while the club’s success excites the people, the 
emotion of the people undoubtedly inspires the players. They out- 
play themselves. Players and fans become one in spirit, and the 
combination is unbeatable. 

That “crowd psychology” is the “war psychology” we must have 
to win. We haven’t developed it yet, and we can’t get going until 
we do, 

There are millions of zealous citizens, deeply concerned and 
eager to do all they can. Many of them write to officials, asking how 
they can serve. They have the right spirit. 

But that spirit isn’t universale We haven’t yet become a team. 
We still have the spirit of “Why doesn't somebody do something?” 
instead of “All right, gang; let’s go!’ 

What we need is a state of mind—the combination of blazing 
patriotism, implacable rage, devotion, sacrifice, determination, en- 
thusiasm, and singleness of purpose that swept over vast Russia 
when the first Nazi invader set foot on Russian soil. 

When that spirit appears, we shall be transformed. We shall 
rejoice as a strong man to run a race. We shall feel our power and 
go forward shouting—one hundred and thirty-two million thinking 
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“He’s short-winded.”

by the light of a candle, devoting 
diligent attention to the few avail- 
able books on natural history. 
Having been reared on a farm, 
young Carey wanted to know 
more about animals, birds, trees, 
soils, minerals, etc. 


In the shoeshop, young Carey 
met John Warr, a fellow appren- 
tice, who was a devout Christian, 
and who led Carey to accept 
Jesus Christ as his Saviour and 
Lord. In 1783, at 6 o’clock one 
October morning, Carey was bap- 
tized in the River Nene. Two 


: lyears later we find him in the 


village of Moulton, teaching 
school, making shoes, and some- 
times preaching in the village 
church. In 1787 he was ordain- 
ed to the ministry, and invited 
to become the pastor of the lit- 
tle Baptist church in Moulton. His 
passion for lost souls became a 
quenchless and enkindling flame. 


On the walls of his simple lit- 
tle home was a map of the world, 
drawn and colored by himself. By 
his side, as he worked at his 
bench, was a globe which he had 
sewn from pieces of colored 
leather, Around him were the 
books, the ground work of his 
world-embracing missionary vi- 
sion. In his heart was the in- 
escapable, commanding plea of his 
Risen Lord to make disciples of 
all nations. And then came the 
epochal day, May 31, 1792, when 
he preached his “deathless ser- 
mon” at Nottingham, about which 
I wrote yesterday. He sailed for 
India in May, 1793, for a career of 
incredible achievement. 

To recite his career in India 
would require every page of this 
newspaper, and the story would 
then be a mere hint of what Ca- 
rey achieved. Already a master 
of the Latin and Greek, as a re- 
sult of his study at night by the 
light of a candle, Carey soon mas- 
tered several languages of India, 
and several dialects—translating 
the Bible into these languages and 
dialects. He gave the people of 
India six complete Bibles, 24 more 
New Testaments and five more 
separate gospels. -When the new 
Government College was founded 
Carey was per- 
suaded to take the professorship 
of Indian languages. He received 
a salary of 1,500 pounds, keeping 
50 pounds for himself and giving 
the rest to his missionary under- 
takings. 

He assembled a vast collection 
of Oriental plants and vegetables, 
carefully labelling each, so that 
seed might be used for local cul- 
ture and sent back to England for 
experimentation. He was elected 
to honorary membership in many 
scientific societies throughout the 
world. He also assembled a great 
collection of birds and animals, 
providing permanent enclosures 
for them. 

But his main effort was mis- 
sions. He preached Christ to the 
people, and many were saved. He 
welcomed Henry Martyn to In- 
dia, representing the Anglicans, 
and Alexander Duff, representing 
Scottish Presbyterians, and Rice 
and Judson, representing Ameri- 
can Baptists.
